386,094 ENLISTED MEN IN 
FIRST JI MONTHS OF THE WAR 


Quota Assigned to States Has Been 
More Than Doubled, Only Seven 
Failing to Reach Their Mark. 

WASHINGTON, March 9.—Re- 
cruiting statistics of the regular 
army covering the 11 months since 
the United States entered the war, 
show that more than double the 
quota assigned to the states has been 
obtained through voluntary enlist- 
ment. Up to March 7, a total of 
386,094 men had been enlisted. The 
total quota for all states was 183,- 
898, the number required to bring 
the regular army to the strength au- 
thorized by the national defense act. 

Seven states, Arkansas, Louisiana, 
North Carolina, South Car6élina, Mis- 
sissippi, Vermont and Wisconsin still 
are below their quota, but Louis- 
jana and Wisconsin are expected to 
complete their requirements before 
the anniversary of the war arrives. 
Mississippi is lowest in the rank of 
states with only 1650 enlistments of 
the 3534 allotted her.

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Conditions in Department Stores Discussed and 
Two Managers Send Invitations to Wom- 
en to Inspect Conditions. 


The Women's Trade Union League 
held a special meeting of the repre- 
sentatives of women’s organizations 
of the city at Central Library ves- 


terday afternoon, for the purpose of 
hearing executives of the large de- 
partment. stores, where there ig a 
strike on, explain their side of the 
situation. 
About 150 women attended, but 
the store officials did not come. The 
executives of two stores, Famous & 
Barr and Scruggs, Vandervoort & 
Barney wrote letters to Mrs. Sarah 
Spraggon, president of the Trade 
Union League, suggesting that com- 
mittees be appointed to visit the 
stores and observe conditions there. 
Girl Workers Are Heard. 
It was decided at a similar meeting 
held last Wednesday at the library, 
to invite the heads of the six stores 
where the strike is in effect, to at- 
tend yesterday's meeting and explain 
their stand in the strike situation. 
At Wednesday's meeting several 
saleswomen and cash girls spoke and 
told of conditions under .which they 
worked in the stores. At the close 
of the meeting, which was attended 
hy about 50 women, a resolution in- 
dorsing the principal of organization, 
as contended for by the striking em- 
ployes, was unanimously adopted. 
When store executives failed to 
appear yesterday, Mrs. Spraggon, 
who presided, called upon President 
E. E. Baker of the Retail Clerks’ In- 
ternational Protective Association to 
explain the demands of the striking 
employes. Several saleswomen and 
cash girls also spoke. 
Charge of Indignities Disputed. 
During the course of his talk, Bak- 
er told of conditions in the stores and 
charged that many of the girls had 
been subjected to indignities. <A 
woman at the back of the hall im- 
mediately rose and said: 
It's not true. These girls are not 
subjected to such indignities.’’ 
Several strikers turned to see who 
was speaking and said that the wom- 


for order and sald that everyone 
would be given an opportunity to 
speak. 

Baker said that everything he had 
said’ was true and could be proved 
by personal interviews with the 
girls.” 

One saleswoman who spoke told of 
having worked in one störe for 18 
years and said her salary had been 
increased from $10 to $12 a week, 
two months ago.

An- 
other girl said she was 20 years old 
and had worked in downtown de- 
partment stores since she was 14 
years old. She said she started at 
$2.60 a week and now received $7 a 
week. Another girl told of working 
eight years in a department store and 
receiving $6 a week, and a sajeswom- 
an said she earned $8 a week and 
with a brother was the suppott of 
her, mother and two mall children. 

5 Speaks for Employers. 

Miss Charlotte Dodge, who said 
she was employed in the mail order 
department of Grand-Leader, spoke 
in behalf of the employers, after the 
strikers had. been heard. 

She said that the employes were 

getting all that they were worth, and 
that the employers made every effort 
to help educate the girls and look 
after their genera] welfare. She said 
she began work nine years ago at $20 
a week. 
Several strikers wanted to know if 
she had been sent to the meeting 
by the management of the store, but 
she denied this. A woman asked her 
what her salary was at present, and 
she replied she did not care to state 
her present salary. 


At the close of the meeting Mrs. 
George Gellhorn, president of the 
Women's Central Committee on Food 
Conservation, spoke. She said that 
the failure of the department store 
heads to attend the meeting might be 
due to the fact that they felt the 
women had already gone on record 
in the matter at a previous meeting.

Upon her suggestion a committee 
of five neutrals“ was appointed to 
invite both employers and employ- 
es to another meeting to discuss 
both sides of the strike situation.

GERMANS INDIGNANTLY DENY 
POLYGAMY 1§ BEING PRACTICED 


Societies Whose Views On the 
Subject Are “Peculiar.” 
AMSTERDAM, March 8. (By A. 
F.).—Circulation in other beligerent 
countries of the report that official 
recognition of polygamy had been 
given in Germany, in order to fill up 
as quickly as possible the tremendous 
gaps which the war has made in the 
German Army, has aroused indigna- 
tion in the German Empire. This re- 
port is said to have been mentioned 
in the British House of Commons by 
Arthur J. Balfour, the British For- 
eign Minister and by Lord Robert 
Cecil, the British Minister of Muni- 
tions. 
In the religious weekly paper, Die 
Christliche Welt, Professor Martin 
Rade declared recently that poly- 
gamy is countenanced neither by the 
German Government nor by the Ger- 
man people. He contendg that single 
pamphlets. advocating a plurality of 
wives such as the one referred to by 
Lord Robert Cecil, are the work of 
“Irresponsible persons” and should 
not be taken seriously. 
The Tageblatt, however, mentions 
the activities of the “Eden and Mit- 
tagsbund” movement and the Ham- 
mar Community,” whose ideas for in- 
creasing the birthrate and to breed 
the “Getmanic superman” are re- 
garded as distinctly peculiar. Then 
there is the “German Society for 
Regeneration“ and the “Order of the 
New Templars“ which want to 
maintain the balance of births as 
against the fertility’ of the Semitic 
races. Finally, a ‘society named 
“Ariana” frankly advocates free love. 
None of these sects, the Tageblatt as- 
serts Is of any importance.

MILE-WIDE FRONT 


Teuton Attack in Ypres-Dixmude 
Sector Follows All-Day 
Bombardment. 


FLAME THROWERS USED 


Belgian Artillery and Cavalry 
Report Crushing Two Attacks, 
One by Storm Troops. 


LONDON, March 9 (By A. P.).— 
After a bombardment lasting all day, 
the Germans yesterday evening made 
an attack on a front of nearly a 
mile in Belgium, from a point south 
of the Menin road to a point north 
of Poelderhoek, the War Office an- 
nounces. 

The Germans were repulsed except 
near Poelderhoek, and positions on a 
front of 200 yards which were lost 
there were restored during the night. 
The statement follows: 

“Yesterday evening, after consid- 
erable artillery activity all day east 
of Ypres, the enemy’s infantry, cov- 
ered by a heavy bombardment, at- 
tacked on a front of nearly a mile 
from south of the Menin road to 
north of the Poelderhoek Chauteau. 
“Debpite the intensity of his artil- 
lery fire and determination of Nis at- 
tack, the enemy was repulsed at all 
points except in the neighborhood of 
Poelderheek, where his troops suc- 
ceeded in entering some of our ad 
vanced posts on a front of about 200 
yards. In this locality severe fight- 
ing during the night resulted in the 
recapture by us of the whole of our 
positions.” 

“On a great part of this front his 
attack broke down under the fire 
of our troops. At one point, how- 
ever, on the left of our line, where 
the attack was pressed with great 
determination and supported by 
troops carrying flame throwers, 
some of the soldiers holding out ad- 
vanced posts were compelled to fall 
back a short distance on a front of 
about 550 yards. 

“After severe fighting later in the 
morning, a counter-attack was 
launched by Yorkshire Light Infan- 
try. It met with considerable suc- 
cess,’ with the result that the enémy’s 
troops were driven back a distance | 
of 300 yards beyond their former 
front line and heavy losses were in- 
flicted upon them. Our positions are 
completely re-established. Our cas- 
ualties in the enemy’s original attack 
and in the subsequent fighting were 
light. 

“Sussex troops carried out a suc- 
cessful raid this morning east of La- 
ventie and with little loss to them- 
selves captured a few prisoners. Hos- 
tile artillery showed considerable ac- 
tivity today at a number of points, 
particularly in the neighborhood of 
Flesquires, in the Givenshy, Neuve 
Chapelle and Armentires sections 
and east of Ypres.”’ 
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Belgian Cavalry Crush Attack of 
German Storming Troops. 

HAVRE, March 7.—An official 
statement issued here today says the 
Belgians crushed two sharp German 
attacks on March 5. The first was 
against the Beverdik position over a 
front of two kilometers. It was 
stopped by artillery fire. 

The second was south of Stuyde- 
kenskerke and directed against po- 
sitions held by dismounted cavalry. 
After à violent artillery preparation 
men belonging to three German reg- 
iments, all being specially trained 
storm troops, succeeded in gaining a 
foothold in the Belgian line. 

A vigorous counter-attack made 
by cavalry drove them back with 
severe losses from the positions, 
which they had been ordered to hold 
at all costs. The Belgians took 100 
unwounded prisoners, four officers 
and seven machine guns. 


British Gain 3 Miles on 18-Mile Pal. 
estine Front. 

LONDON, Friday, March 8 (By 
A. P.).—British troops astride the 
Jerusalem-Nabulus road in Palestine 
have advanced their positions along 
a frontage of 18 miles to a depth of 
three miles, the British War Office 
announced today. The text of the 
statement reads: 

Palestine theater—From Monday 
to Thursday our line astride the Je- 
rusalem-Nabulus road was steadily 
advanced. Little opposition was en- 
countered. 

“Yesterday the advance was to a 
maximum depth of three miles on a 
frontage of 18 miles. 

“On Wednesday night the enemy 
blew up his bridge over the River 
Jordan at El Ghoranieh. 

“During the week successful 
bombing raids were carried out by 
our aviators.” 


Berlin Claims Capture of Prisoners 
on Flanders Front. 


BERLIN, via London, March 9 
(By A. P.).—Troops of Crown 
Prince Rupprecht on the Flanders 
front yesterday brought in numer- 
ous prisoners after lively recon- 
noitering, says the official statement 
issued today by the German Gen- 
eral Staff.

need for caulkers and his attention 
called to the unreserved assistance 
being given by other shipbuilding 
unions to the nation during the war. 
He replied, officials say, that his or- 
ganization had listed thousands of 
trained caulkers, whom he would be 
glad to mobilize for the nation’s 
work if the Shipping Board granted 
his request for special representation 
of the carpenters on the wage ad- 
justment board. 
The caulkers’ union of Seattle, 
which controls caulkers in the Puget 
Sound district, is said to have refused 
apprentices permission to work with 
them in order to learn the trade, al- 
though the union has only 185 mem- 
bers and at least 600 men are neces- 
sary to put on the water the ships 
planned for completion this year.

LONDON, March 9.-—Conclusion 
of peace between Russia and Ru- 
mania is announced in a Russian 
wireless dispatch received here to- 
day. Rumania promises to evacuate 
within two months all of Bessara- 
bia, including Benderi, on the Dneis- 
ter River, 40 miles southeast of Kish- 
inev.

RUMANIA’S “PLACE IN THE SUN.” 
Admitting that her motives were not unmixed 
with opportunism, nevertheless Rumania’s en- 
trance in the war was the greatest compliment 
the allies have yet received on their military ca- 
pacity and the justice of their cause. 

She had before her, in August, 1916, the fate not 
only of Belgium but of Serbia, which had suc- 
cumbed to the overwhelming odds against her and 
whose King, a fugitive, had arrived in Italy in 
the December preceding. But the Saloniki line 
had been strengthened, the French were beating 
back the enemy from Verdun, the Russians were 
having renewed success in Galicia. : 

After long weighing the chances and turning a 
deaf ear to the inducements offered by Prussian- 
ism to join it, or at least continue neutral, Ru- 
mania under her Hohenzollern King deliberately 
decided on Aug. 27 to cast her lot in the direction 
in which the sympathies of the great majority of 
her people had been from the first, on the side of 
the Entente and against Austria and Bulgaria. 

A treaty with Serbia had really bound her, as 
well as Greece, to do this from the first, but she 
had awaited an opportunity when her help would 
count and she had a further incentive in warring, 
as Italy was doing, for alienated territory.

With these fortresses in Ger- 
many’s possession, the Kaiser could have seized 
upon any pretext of a violation of the neutrality 
agreement to hurl his armies on Paris and he 
would not have needed to run the risks consequent 
upon the rape of Belgium in order to do it. 
Germany well knew that France would not ac- 
cede to the preposterous demand. The fact that 
it was made is cumulative on the point that Ger- 
many deliberately rendered the war inevitable. 
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SUICIDE IS SUPEREROGATORY. 
St. Louis people who are tired of life have less 
need now to kill themselves than ever before. 
Homicides, carelessness-and automobiles are ob- 
viating a great deal of self-destruction. At the 
present rate suicide will become obsolete, or at 
least a mere luxury, within a few years. 
Twenty-one fewer persons found it necessary to 
kill themselves last year than the year before, 
according to the report of Coroner Vitt. The au- 
tomobiles, with an increase of A to their credit, 
made up two-thirds of the deficit. The murder- 
ers made up the balance, and had a surplus of 33. 
If the suicides had only known it 33 more of the 
186 could have saved themselves the trouble. 
With the abundance of involuntary deaths pro- 
vided by the automobiles, the criminally careless 
ang killers in general, not to mention the fatal 
accidents, more or less preventable, voluntary de. 
partures are rather supererogatory, to say the 
least, This truth seems to be finding lodgment 
in the minds of the despondent class who supply 
the suicide statistics. In the absence of other 
assignable cause the decrease from 207 in 1916 to 
186 in 1917 may be attributed to a growing sense 
of the futility of self-destruction with so many 
involuntary agencies available, 
It is too bad that with so many cheerful and 
accommodating killers in our midst, preference 
frannot be given to those who want to be killed. 
According to the Coroner's count there were 165 
homicides, 79 automobile deaths and 26 deaths 
from criminal carelessness. That makes a total
